itKraiih on Free Colnn'-i-. 

Washington, March 19. — F.leven mem- 
bers of the house committee on coinage, 
weights and measures were present Mon- 
day when the Wmdom silver bill waa 
acain under discussion. The amend-

As a consequence Chicago 
temporarily lost two members favorable 
to her. !ind the committee was tied up 
so as tx3 be unable to achieve any positive 
progress. 

The fifth section of the bill was the 
fltst matter under discussion. To this 

section Mr. Beldon, of New York, last 
Saturday offered an amendment recjuir- 
ing a ix)sitive guarantee by the citizens 
of Chicago of a |10,000,OOU fund. It 
soon bcMme evident that the committee 
was equally divided on th's proposition, 
so it was passed over for the time. When 
Section X I which leaves blan!< the date 
for hoMing the f.iir) was reached. Chair-

The Chicago members had all along 
declared thai they were pre|iared to ac- 
cept the views of the commi'.tee on this 
point, although perscmally they felt that, 
m justice to t lie foreign exhibitors and 
in view of the delay on the part of con- 
gress in actmg upon the subject, it 
would be better to hold the fair in 1B98. 
Therefore, when the question was put 
on Mr. Candler's motion. tl> refrained

Thereupon the dates were filled in to 
reijuire the fair to be opene<l April 
18i)2, and dosed Oct. 20 of the same year, 
nie entire bill was then read over ' and 
agreed upon, except Section T^, which 
will \>e acted upon at another meeting to 
be held, >• hen it is hoped a full attend- 
ance will be had. It is probable that if 
the Chicago men go there in force then, 
they will make an effort to reverse tne 
action of tizing the date for holding the 
fair. 

It appears that Mr. Belden was late in 

getting to the meeting, and had he de- 
layed a little longer the committee would 
have a reed apon a refX)rt to the house 
on the liui s of the suli-committee bill. 
But as soon as he took his seat he called 
up his ino loll of last Saturday, relative 
to the .$io, I'Hi.iioD fund, aud tlieie wa-san 
animated I li-c'.issnm. The Chicago man 
insisted upo.i the suiliciency of their 
sub^<M iption, but .Mr. Beldcn Wished to 
see the sii! iscription lists.

OUR TURRITCDMONITOR& 
Weadarfai Changea to he Made hy tha 

Ontujr of asoo.ooo. 
N«W YoHK, March 19.— The Times 
says it is reported that strong etforts are 
about to b4> made In certain naval quar- 
ters to induce congresa to authorise tha 
converting of tha single torreted moni- 
tors of the navy into ''floating batter- 
ies." 

I he idea proposed is to take off the 
turrets altogetiier and supply each vessel 
with twi> or mure guns mounted on dis- 
appearing carriaires, of the type now 
made by the I'neumatto tiun Carrlag* 
and Power company. 

A bill with tliis very object in view 
has already lieen introduced in the bousa 
authorizing the Pneumatic Otm Carriage 
and Fewer company to convert tha 
smgle turreted mooiton Wyandotte and 
Nantucket into "floating battaries." 

The project, in its first conception, 
does not appear to have attracted much 
attention iu the luvy department, but 
recent clai us advanced by President C. 
E. CivCy. of the Fiieu mutic Guu-Car- 
riage coiui any, have not only aroused 
the livelic-i interest, but have caused 
proiiuneiit uiiicials to concliid*) that the 
qui slion, wiial lo do with the okl Krics- 
60U nil niti i.-., lias at ki.>t been answered. 

'1 be |>r )(io .illiin now aboui to t)e ad- 
vanced is ill removal of the t arrets and 
guns from not nnly tlie VVyandot.e and 
Nantuc. id, Inn from all tbe single tur- 
reted m.intors. It is pointed out that 
the present twelve-inch iron armor of 
tbe monitors' turrets can be pierced by 
projectiles from any of the six-inch steel 
guns, wiiile tbe projectiles from the fif- 
teen inch muxzle loading Dalilgreus of 
the monitors can be stopped by four 
inches of modern armor. 

l^Yom the fact that the monitors are so 
weighed down thi^ only about ifi per 
cent of reserve buoyancy remains la 
their hulls, it would be unsafe toaddad-> 
ditional weight conseqiMBt to Strtmgth- 
eniug the turret armor. 

On the otiier bandit is pointed out 
that the turrets of the old monitors can- 
not be adopted to modern liigb power 
steel guiLs with any sid'ety to guns or 
crew, from the fact that the rmcilving 
gear IS so likely to jam on re( eiviug 
heavy shocks. This trouble h;is been 
eiiminated iu the more modern turrets,

Mare island ua\y-yard. 

These vessels are the only amccad 
vessels that we now possess in a state of 
completion, and, though of antiquated 
type, will have to be dejx'nded upon in 
case of a declaration of war l>efore other 
coast defense vessels are built Ineffi- 
cient as they are, ttiey must be taken 
care of, whicii is effected at considerable 
expense to the navy. 

By clearing tlv* turrets off the decks of 
these vessels, providing in lieu of their 
present armament, high powered guna 
on dii:>appcaring mounts, the coimtry 
could have, it is claimed, within six 
months, tliirteen harbor V€>8sel8, actually 
available, ut an expenditure of about 
fOou.Uuo. At the present time these 
monitors have a spaed no( muohoTaraiz 
knots an hc>ur.

We have the fluest water powtr ia the 
land ; they have none. 

Oar gaa works, etreet railway, water 
works, churches, schools, opera hoase, 
plow worka, cotton milla, flour milla, to- 
bacco, cigar and fumltnra faetorias, plan- 
ing mills, Ac, are all OOaspliltd, vhilet 
theirs are yet on paper.

The Battle of Angnsta. 

Mr. Paynter haa introduced in Oon- 
grsaa a bill diraoting tha Secretary of 
War to appoint a commission to ascer- 
tain and report tbe facts concerning tbe 
dastmction of property at Angosta, Sep- 
tember 27, 1802. 

The purpose of the bill is to compensate 
the cMiatts of Angastt for tha loss of 
property resulting from tbe battle be- 
tween Gen. Basil W. Duke, commanding 
Ooafaderate forcea, and Ool. J. Taylor 
Bradford, commanding the Union forces, 
whieh took plaoa Saptambar 87, UOa.

TbeSeoatehaa paswd tbe bill to amend 
the charter of the Farmera' Mutual Aid 
▲aaoeiation of Mason Ooanty. 

Tha Sonata haa paaasd tba Mil rsqnir- 
ing Commonwealth's Attorneys to attend 
to all civil suits in their districts in which 
tha Btala la lalaraalad. . 

A bill ia pending which provides tbat 
Circuit Court Clerks shall be p^id in fel- 
ony cases out of the State Treasury tbe 
same faaatbat are allowed thaoi in eivil 
cases. 

A bill offered by Bepreaentative Ryan 
prohibfts tha enploymont of any minor 

under thirteen years of age in any factory 
or work-sbop. Some wise law ou this 
snbjeet la badly Beaded. 

Senator Hendrick is also trying lo reg- 
ulate the street rdilways. He is more 
reasonable, however, than Mr. Draddy, 
as bis bill requires that conductors be 
placed on c \ts only in eitiaa of 80,000 io« 
habitants or over. 

The Petennaa Text-book bill, which 

passed the Senate, provides for the Hiippl> 
of school books under contracts with pub- 
lidiers, whose book* are adopted, at 90 or 
40 per cent, lower than they have hereto- 
fore been furnished. The law is to go 
into effeot after June ls% 1800. There is 
a provision tbat tbe price of each shall be 
plainly printed on the cover, and that 
dealers sre to have a disooont of 10$ per 
cent from the retail price. It is proba- 
ble that the bill will find ita way through 
the House without material modifioatlon. 

The Hooaa baa passed an act to incor- 
porate the Union Trust Company of 
Maysville. Another bill is pending in 
which tbe people of this dty are very 
much interetited. It is an ad to amen l 
tbe charter of tbe Maysville Manufaciur- 
ing Association. Tha amaodmant reduces 
the capital stock, to enable the company 
to organise. The association would have 
been organised a year ago, bot the char- 
ter n quired at least .WO shares to be sub- 
scribed before tbe company could go to 
work. The House has passed the amend- 
ment. 

The Committee on Ways and Means 
favorably reported tbe bill directing tbe 
sale of all tbe stock owned by the State 
in turnpikes and to tnra tbe proceeds 
into tbe Sinking Fund. The committee 
reported an amendment direr init that 
the stock in any turnpike shall first be 
offered to tbe Cjnnty Court of the county 
in wbleh tbe road lies Ht a price equal to 
the average dividend payed by said road 
for the past five years, and that in no case 
shall the sale be made to any individual 
for less than the sum at which the road 
is allowed to be sold to tbe county. 

One of the most Important bills so fsr 
pa*aed by the House is that to tax all 
corporations for tbe privilege of organiz- 
ation. Tbe bill requires every corpora- 
tion, whether organized under special act 
or under the general statutes, to pay to 
the Auditor s tax of one-tenth of one per 
cent, upon the amount of capital stock 
which it is authorised to have. The tax 
is to be doe upon Incorporation, and s 
similar tax shall be imposed whenever 
the oapital stock is inoreaaed. The act 
applies to all corporations that have been 
heretofore authorized to organize, but 
have not filed their act of incorporation 
with the Secreury of State. The bill w • s 
drawn at tbe auggestion of Auditor Nor- 
man, who estimates tbat it would in- 
crease tbe State revenue from forty to 
fifty thousand dollars a year. Similar 
laws are in successful operation in aavaral 
Eastern and Northern States.
